Editor: 

Last  Saturday  I  walked  from  Telegraph 
Hill  to  my  art  studio  near  Potrero  Hill, 
stopped  at  Sally's  and  read  The  Potrero 
View  of  November  1999.  The  front- 
page article  omitted  numerous  relevant 
points  about  450  Rhode  Island  (S&C 
Motors)  that  were  discussed  and  agreed 
to  at  our  three  neighborhood  meetings. 
These  points  include: 

1;  Approximately  90%  of  those  at  the 
October  9  presentation  enthusiastically 
applauded  the  extensive  plan  additions. 
Only  a  very  few  did  not  sign  the  petition 
that  asks  the  Planning  Commission  to 
support  the  new  plan. 

2.  Those  additions  to  451)  Rhode  Island 
included: 

*  A  public  mini-park  at  Kansas 
and  Mariposa. 

*  Extensive  outdoor  roof  terraces 

*  No  rooftop  equipment.  Archi- 
techturaUy  treated  elevator  penthouses 
and  roofing  material. 

*  A  lowering  of  the  height  at  Kan- 
sas and  Mariposa  to  17  feet  (even  though 
40  feet  is  allowed).  At  the  neighbors' 
request,  we  filed  for  a  Planned  Unit 
Development  to  shift  density  downhill 

to  the  17th  Street  commercial  zone. 
This  alone  took  almost  1  \  months  of 
redesign. 

*  Truck  loading  docks  are  only  on 
Rhode  island,  the  non-residential  street. 

*  The  exterior  is  setback  on 
Mariposa  and  the  total  exterior  is  re- 
designed. 

*  Street  trees  on  all  four  front- 
ages. 

*  Undergrounding  utility  poles  on 
Kansas- 

*  A  neighborhood  tutoring  program 
by  the  Tenant. 

3.  About  parking  and  transit 

The  900  (not  1,000)  anticipated 
employees  will  use  a  combination  of 
autos,  carpool,  staggered  hours,  public 
transit  and  an  already  established  in- 
house  transit  shuttle  system.  The 
shuttle  goes  to  BART,  CalTrain  and 
Muni.  It  is  not  correct  to  imply  that  all 


workers  will  drive  single  occupancy 
cars.  Also,  when  S&C  Motors  moves  to 
their  new  building,  it  will  free  up  all  the 
spaces  on  the  street  now  taken  by  S&C.

PROPOSED  CHANGE  IN 
LIBRARY  HOURS 

The  Library  Commission  will  consider 
proposed  changes  in  hours  throughout  the 
San  Francisco  Library  System.  Overall, 
there  will  be  a  net  gain  of  three  hours. 
At  the  Potrero  Branch,  however,  the 
library  will  lose  three.  The  proposed 
change  would  mean  closing  at  8  p.m.  on 
Tuesday  and  Wednesday  nights  instead  of 
9  p.m..  and  opening  at  1  p.m.  instead  of 
noon  on  Saturday. 

The  earlier  closing  time  reflects  little 
or  no  usage  during  the  last  hour  of 
evening,  the  business  establishments 
having  closed  by  7  or  8  p.m.  The  streets 
are  poorly  lit,  and  with  few  staff  on 
shift,  it  is  not  a  safe  hour  to  be  taking 
public  transportation  or  walking  to  one's 
car. 

The  later  opening  on  Saturday  is  to 
enable  the  staff  to  have  a  lunch  hour, 
which  because  of  staff  shortages,  has  not 
really  been  possible  on  all  except  an  oc- 
casional basis.

MEMORIAL  MEETING  TO  HONOR  MICHAEL  GRIEG

memories  of  Michael  Grieg,  journalist,  novelist,  poet  and  playwright,  who  died  in  his 
Kansas  Street  home  on  October  29,  1989.  A  40-year  resident  of  the  Hill,  Grieg  had 
spent  30  years  in  journalism  with  the  Examiner  and  Chronicle  before  returning  in  1984. 
He  was  the  author  of  three  novels,  the  last  being  nearly  completed  at  the  time  of  his 
death.

Jenny  Butero  lived  on  Potrero  Hill  for  60  years,  the  last  36  in  an  apartment  at  20th 
and  Connecticut.  She  faced  eviction  if  a  group  of  people  attempting  to  buy  the 
building  were  able  to  buy  it  as  tenants  in  common,  circumventing  the  tenant  pro-- 
tections  of  the  Rent  Control  Ordinance  and  the  Condominium  Conversion  Law.  Other 
tenants  in  the  building  planned  to  join  her  in  fighting  eviction.

Traffic  Plan 


Expressing  concerns  about  the  effect 
of  ballpark  traffic  on  the  area,  the  Pot- 
rero  Boosters  Neighborhood  Assn.  Nov. 
10  made  a  number  of  suggestions  for 
improvements  in  pre-and  post-game 
traffic  flow.  The  suggestions  were 
made  in  a  letter  to  Gerald  Robbins. 
Transportation  Planner  at  the  Dept.  of 
Parking  and  Traffic. 

For  pre-game  traffic,  the  Potrero  llill 
group  suggested  signage  and  traffic 
control  officers  for  enforcement  of: 

*  No  northbound  traffic  on  Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue.  Mississippi.  Texas,  Miss- 
ouri or  Connecticut  Streets  from  Inter- 
state 281). 

*  No  westbound  traffic  on  Mariposa 
Street  between  Interstate  2H0  and  Miss- 
issippi Street. 

*  No  left  turn  off  of  Cesar  Chavez 
Street  onto  Minnesota.  Tennessee, 
Pennsylvania,  Indiana  or  Missouri 
Streets. 

*  No  eastbound  traffic  on  Mariposa 
Street  east  of  Vermont  Street.  Traffic 
that  does  use  the  Vermont  Street  off- 
ramp  needs  to  go  north  on  Vermont  and 
then  east  on  Townsend  Street  toward 
the  ballpark. 

*  Only  public  conveyances,  such  as 
buses,  taxis,  or  jitneys,  can  use  Third 
and  Fourth  Streets  between  Townsend 
and  Market  Streets  one  hour  before  the 
game. 

Suggestions  for  post-game  traffic  in- 
clude signage  and  traffic  control  officers 
for: 

*  No  left  turn  off  Mariposa  on  any 
streets  going  south,  especially  Tenn- 
essee, Indiana,  Pennsylvania,  Mississippi. 
Texas.  Missouri  or  Connecticut  Streets. 
All  traffic  should  be  directed  from  west- 
bound Mariposa  Street  to  southbound 
Interstate  280. 

*  Put  in  an  extension  of  Illinois 
Street  from  25th  Street  to  Cesar  Chav- 
ez Street  before  the  ballpark  opens,  to 
facilitate  traffic  exiting  the  ballpark- 
to  be  directed  to  Third  Street  and  the 
Interstate  280  ramps  from  the  east. 

Only  public  conveyances  can  use 
Third  and  Fourth  Street  between  Town- 
send  and  Market  Streets  one  hour  before 
the  game.

Residential  Parking  Plan  Moves  Ahead 
As  Hill  Residents  Have  Their  Say 


Neighbors  gathere(^  at  Jackson  Play- 
ground on  November  17,  to  take  the  next 
step  in  the  long  process  of  securing  Resi- 
dential Parking  Permits  (RPP)  for  their 
area. 

Attending  the  session  were  Bond  Yee, 
Deputy  Director  and  City  Traffic  Engin- 
eer, and  Cynthia  Hui  who  has  been  the 
special  contact  person  for  the  Potrero 
Hill  area  on  this  issue. 

The  Jackson  gymnasium  was  packed 
with  those  who  wanted  to  be  left  out  of 
the  permit  area,  and  those  who  wanted 
to  be  added.  Several  residents  whose 
blocks  are  not  now  included  are  rushing  to 
get  petitions  signed  so  they  will  not  be 
left  out  of  the  RPP  area. 

Hill  resident  Babette  Drefke.  volunteer 
coordinator  of  the  effort  to  get  permit 
parking  for  Potrero  Hill,  explained  the 
precautionary  means  being  taken  in  antic- 
ipation of  ballpark  traffic.

"Ours  is  an  exceptional  case,  because 
we  have  to  project  into  the  future." 
she  said.  "Having  learned  from  neighbor- 
ing Bayview/Hunters  Point  what  problems 
Candlestick  Park  caused,  we  don't  want  to 
take  any  chances.." 

Many  residents  who  were  already  crowd- 
ed out  by  commuters  parking  on  the  Hill 
were  also  anxious  to  get  RPP.  The  great- 
est need  is  around  the  Cal  Trans  Terminal 
at  22nd  Street  and  Pennsylvania  Avenue. 

Some  business  owners  claimed  RPP 
would  hurt  their  business.  And  there 
were  families  who  said  they  just  didn't 
want  RPP  because  of  the  number  of  cars 
they  owned. 

Yee  repeatedly  assured  meeting  partici- 
pants that  nothing  was  being  forced  on 
them.  If  RPP  is  accepted,  no  one  is  re- 
quired to  purchase  a  permit.  Currently, 
permits  cost  $27  per  year. 

Several  residents  who  asked  why  their 
blocks  weren't  included  were  told.  "Just 
get  residents  from  51%  of  the  units  on 
your  block  to  sign  the  petitions  requesting 
RPP." 

The  final  vote  of  the  evening  was  to  re- 
quest that  restrictions  on  parking  be  en- 
forced seven  days  a  week,  from  9  a.m.  to 
y  p.m..  with  two  hour  parking  limits. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  program,  res- 
trictions would  only  be  enforced  during 
weekdays,  figuring  business  would  not  be 
operating  on  Saturday  and  Sunday,  so 
parking  would  not  be  so  crowded.  But 
should  this  approach  not  be  satisfactory, 
enforcement  would  expand  to  seven  days 
a  week.  The  proposal  was  set  to  go  be- 
fore the  Parking  and  Traffic  Commission

Dec.  7,  and  then  to  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors. 

The  Giants  have  already  sold  2,300  seas- 
on parking  passes  to  their  5.000-  space  lot 
and  anticipate  ending  up  selling  about 
3,500  or  4,00U.   "Witli  a  42.000  seat  capa- 
city, that  still  leaves  many  cars  looking 
for  parking  spaces  and  Potrero  Hill  is  vul- 
nerable," Drefke  noted. 


Residents 
Tour  Stadium 


The  San  Francisco  Giants  provided  a 
tour  of  the  new  Stadium  for  a  group  of 
Potrero  Hill  residents  on  November  9. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Citizens  Advisory 
Committee  for  the  Ballpark,  Hill  resi- 
dent Babette  Drefke  of  the  Potrero 
Boosters  Neighborhood  Assn.  asked 
Alfonso  Felder,  the  Giants'  Community 

liason,  if  he'd  show  some  Hill  dwellers 
around  the  new  ballpark.  He  told  her  to 
round  up  10  people  and  he'd  conduct  the 
tour. 

The  10  Hill  residents  showed  up  at  the 
Giants'  office  on  Third  Street  in  boots  or 
heavy  shoes  and  were  given  hard  hats  and 
goggles  to  wear.  The  tour  went  right 
through  the  construction  activity,  which 
was  going  full  blast. 

The  seats  and  boxes  facing  the  field 
are  almost  complete.  Now  the  construc- 
tion focus  is  on  food  vendor  shops,  con- 
cession stores  and  restrooms.  The  vendors 
are  placed  so  that  you  can  watch  the  game 
while  you  get  your  hotdog. 

The  walkways  around  the  Stadium  have 
magnificent  views  of  the  Bay  and  of 
downtown  and  will  be  open  to  the  public 
as  a  promenade.  What  hasn't  been 
settled,  the  group  was  told,  is  the 
number  and  placement  of  new  boat  slips 
that  will  be  needed  for  the  additional 
ferries  on  the  Bay. 

There's  a  children^  park  adjacent  to 
the  stadium  that  will  contain  an  enormous 
Coke  bottle  lying  on  its  side  as  a  Coca 
Cola  advertisement.  The  Giants  are 
planning  about  100  palm  trees  of  alter- 
nating heights  to  conceal  the  Coke 
bottle  from  the  view  of  the  public  passing

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Funding  for  Esprit  Park 
Gets  IVIillion  Dollar  Boost 


HORGOS  CARVINGS  AT  GOAT  HILL 


Hopes  of  Potrero  Hill  residents  support- 
ing the  purchase  of  Esprit  Park  on  Minn- 
esota Street  as  city  parkland  received  a 
considerable  boost  Nov.  .iU  when  the 
city's  Open  Space  Citizen's  Advisory 
Committee  voted  to  allocate  one  million 
dollars  toward  the  Esprit  Perk  purchase. 

Despite  an  earlier  recommendation  for 
no  funding  this  year  made  by  the  Recre- 
ation and  Park  Dept.  staff,  members  of 
the  Advisory  Committee  had  continued 
to  be  supportive  of  the  Esprit  Park  pur- 
chase, representatives  of  Friends  of 
Esprit  Park  told  The  View. 

The  Friends  have  continued  to  meet 
with  Advisory  Committee  members, 
bringing  charts  to  document  the  increas- 
ing need  for  the  open  space  in  the  neigh- 
borhood, and  showing  how  many  more 
live-work  units  have  been  added  in  the 
area  with  no  open  space  included  in  their 
development. 

The  funds  allocated  by  the  committee 
are  "banked"  until  a  purchase  can  take 
place.  Last  year,  the  Esprit  purchase 
liad  one  million  dollars  banked  — 
roughly  half  of  what  the  purchase  was  ex- 
pected to  cost  —  but  $400,000  of  that 


money  was  taken  away  to  be  used  for 
other  department  expenditures.  With  the 
most  recent  allocation,  this  puts  $1.6 
million  in  the  Esprit  fund. 

However,  with  the  price  of  land  in  the 
area  soaring,  it  is  now  unclear  how  much 
Esprit  would  ask  for  the  parkland.

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John  Langley  Howard  Dies  at  97 
After  a  Long,  Artistic  Lifetime 


John  Langley  Howard  died  in  his  sleep 
al  home  on  Nov.  15.  He  was  97  years  old 
and  until  recent  weeks  was  actively  paint- 
ing in  his  Wisconsin  St.  studio.  He  died  of 
pneumonia  and  old  age  after  a  productive 
career  as  an  artist,  and  as  a  member  of 
the  illustrious  Howard  family  whose  con- 
tribution to  the  arts  and  culture  of  Cal- 
ifornia —  particularly  in  the  Bay  Area 
—  has  been  enormous. 

Lang,  as  he  was  known  to  his  friends 
and  family,  was  one  of  four  sons  and  one 
daughter  whose  father,  John  Galen  How- 
ard, was  the  supervising  and  principal 
architect  of  U.C.  Berkeley  from  1  904- 
1929. 

Lang  achieved  a  special  notoriety  in 
19:{4  with  the  opening  of  Telegraph  Hill's 
Coit  Tower,  which  was  largely  designed 
by  architect  Henry  Howard.  Lang's  broth- 
er. The  inset  bas  relief  sculpture  over 
the  entrance  to  the  tower  was  the  work 
of  Lang's  brother  Robert. 

Lang  was  one  of  several  artists  com- 
missioned to  paint  the  murals  of  Coit 
Tower  under  a  federal  program,  the 
Public  Works  of  Art  Project  (PWAP). 
which  provided  work  opportunities  for  I 
thousands  of  underemployed  people  in  the 
arts  during  the  1 930s.  It  was  a  period  of 
social  and  political  unrest  in  the  nation. 
Lang's  mural  had  as  its  subject  Californ- 
ia Industrial  Scenes. 

The  mural  was  clearly  a  political  and 
social  statement  which  acknowledged 
the  contribution  to  society  made  by  lab- 
orders  of  all  races  and  ethnicities.  Includ- 
ing a  Mexican  and  a  Negro  worker  in  the 
forefront  of  a  vast  army  of  labor  repre- 
sented Lang's  social  consciousness  and 
egalitarian  values. 


Lang  was  restless  and  adventuresome. 
His  style  of  painting  went  through  rev- 
olutionary stages  as  he  matured  and  re- 
fined his  technique.  Most  of  his  97 
years  were  spent  in  California,  for  the 
most  part  in  the  Bay  Area.  He  h  ad  lived 
in  Carmel,  Mill  Valley,  Berkeley,  San 
Francisco,  New  York,  London,  Mexico, 
Greece  and  other  places. 

Along  the  way  he  came  to  know  many 
artists  and  visited  museums  and  galler- 
ies wherever  he  lived.  He  was  largely 
self-taught  as  an  artist  and  had  only  a 
smattering  of  formal  art  school  educa- 
tion. 

For  some  years  he  worked  as  the  pre- 
mier illustrator  for  Scientific  Ameri- 
can in  New  York  in  the  1 950s  and  60s 
where  he  perfected  his  technique  in 
watercolor  to  a  masterful  degree  where 
he  could  meticulously  render  with  the 
finest  detail  all  manner  of  fascinating 
subjects. 

While  living  in  New  York  he  was  later 
joined  there  by  his  son,  Samuel,  who  be- 
came the  Art  Director  of  Scientific 
American  for  30  years.  His  daughter, 
Anne,  arrived  in  the  city  in  late  1954 
to  start  her  career  as  an  actress  before 
moving  to  England  13  years  later.  It 
was  in  New  York  where  she  met  and  fell 
in  love  with  Daniel  Bernstein  in  1955 
and  whom  she  married  in  San  Francisco 
37  years  and  two  marriages  later.  She 
died  this  March  from  cancer. 

When  Lang  returned  from  Europe  with 
his  second  wife,  sculptor  Blanche  Phill- 
ips, in  1970,  they  first  lived  in  Cambria 
and  moved  to  Wisconsin  Street  on  Pot- 
rero  Hill  in  1972.  After  the  death  of 
Phillips  he  moved  to  Carmel  and  s«ild  his 


San  Francisco  house  to  his  daughter. 
Lang  briefly  lived  with  his  third  wife, 
Mary  MacMahon  Williams,  on  22nd 
Street  on  Potrero  Hill,  before  moving  to 
Battery  Street. 

Meanwhile,  his  painting  style  and  sub- 
ject matter  had  evolved  in  a  manner 
that  has  been  described  as  "Magic  Real- 
ism." His  paintings  often  had  an  ether- 
eal, mystical,  poetic  quality,  rendered 
in  the  most  delicate  touch  and  with  a 
mysterious  blending  of  diverse  composi- 
tional elements,  exoressive  of  a  highly 
refined  inner  vision  of  the  mystery  of 
life. 

Upon  the  death  of  his  third  wife.  Lang 
returned  to  the  Wisconsin  Street  home 
where  he  lived  and  continued  with  his 
painting,  ever  dedicated  to  living  his 
life  with  independence  and  creativity. 
Jn  recent  years  he  sold  his  paintings 
through  the  Garzoli  Gallery  in  San  Raf- 
ael. 

A  few  days  before  Lang's  death  Joel 
and  Josh  Garzoli  visited  him  at  his  home 
while  he  was  resting  in  a  hospital  type 
bed.  Joel  informed  Lang  that  two  of 
Lang's  paintings  had  been  sold  the  week 
before  in  Los  Angeles.  While  he  could 
not  respond  in  words  to  the  news,  his 
eyes  brightened  and  a  smile  appeared. 
It  had  been  a  long  and  productive  life. 

He  was  the  last  of  his  generation,  a 
man  of  quiet  dignity,  who  like  his  father 
before  him,  his  siblings,  and  his  daughter 
Anne,  left  his  mark  on  the  cultural 
landscape  of  San  Francisco.  He  died  in

When  Betty  Boatright  passed  away  on 
Nov.  13.  San  Francisco  lost  a  valuable 
treasure.   Betty  was  a  tireless  advocate 
on  behalf  of  the  Mission  Creek  commun- 
ity and  the  waterfront  in  general. 

Betty  beat  medical  odds  when,  in  the 
late  50s,  she  was  diagnosed  with  Multiple 
Scerlosis.  and  given  less  than  three  years 
to  live.  She  died  of  kidney  failure  last 
month.  On  Nov.  17  hundreds  of  friends 
bid  her  farewell  at  a  daytime  service  at 
St.  Teresa's  Church  on  Potrero  Hill,  and 
later  at  the  BayView  Boat  Club. 

Although  her  health  had  been  failing 
for  some  time,  she  still  attended  meetings 
at  City  Hall,  the  Port  Commission,  and 
tlie  Planning  Commission  without  comp- 
liant, continuing  her  efforts  to  negotiate 
agreements  from  which  all  parties  would 
get  something. 

Betty  got  results.  Not  only  did  many 
beneficial  changes  come  about  when  she 
got  involved,  but  she  saw  to  it  that  every- 
one was  satisfied  with  the  outcome,  as 
well  as  their  participation  in  the  negotia- 
tions. She  brought  understanding  to  the 
table. 

Born  in  Colorado  Springs  in  1921,  she 
was  the  oldest  of  four  children.  In  the 
eighth  grade  she  met  her  soulmate.  Jack 
Boatright,  and  they  were  married  in  June, 
1941.  in  June.  1942  their  son,  Jack,  Jr. 
was  born. 

Because  of  Jack,  Sr.'s  position  with  the 
Santa  Fe  Railroad  and  the  U.S.  Army,  the 
family  moved  around  the  country  until 
the  fall  of  1945,  when  they  came  to 
Southern  California.  In  late  1950,  Jack, 
Sr.  was  transferred  again,  and  on  New 
Year's  Day  of  1951,  they  came  to  settle  in 
San  Francisco. 

They  eventually  left  the  city  for  the 
Watergate  Apartments  in  Emeryville.  In 
the  late  70s  the  family  began  construct- 
ion on  a  houseboat  in  Mission  Creek,  whicn 
was  meant  to  be  used  as  a  week-end  get- 
away. Although  they  kept  the  residence 
in  Emeryville  for  many  years,  the  Creek 
soon  became  their  permanent  home. 

Because  of  the  changes  in  the  Mission 
Bay  area,  Betty  began  to  make  her  pres- 
ence known  in  San  Francisco  politics.  She 
was  involved  in  negotiating  the  lease  that 
means  Mission  Creek  and  its  various  spec-

Lang  is  survived  by  his  son  Samuel  of

She  was  always  secure  in  that 
love  and  the  love  of  her  family,  and 
could  come  to  a  meeting  or  a  negotiat- 
ion with  the  perspective  and  calm  focus 
of  someone  who  had  jus*  come  back  from 
e  vacation,"  her  son  Jack,  Jr.  recalled.
